Philadelphia to ei-ei t a iiMiniiment on 
the battlefield of (ietlyslnirp to the 
Itev, William Corliy. < . S. ('., who 
.served a.s a Chaplain throU{j;li th'i 
«'ivil war. It is the intention of those 
mo»t nearly interested that the 
monument rtiall stand everlastingly 
«s a tribute to the strong devotion 
of the uttholic priests to the 
aoldiers during the terrible vears' 6f 
olvll strife, and incldenlany com- 
memorate one of the most strikiup 
nets of relifrion that ever took ylaee 
on any l)at I lefield tlie ■.'ixiii'jr of 
^"■eneral a<bNolution to a whole 
bri^Nide just Iwfore they entered the 
buttle. 

'I'he (ieitysburg Memorial Commis- 
sion, which has as President Gen. Bt. 
Clair Mulholland, who waa an officer 
is tJie regiment of which Father 
C^ligr was pbaplain, has the erection 
of th* monument in hand aiul is push- 
ing the projept vigorously. Tlio plan 
already has the warm endorsemenT 
of Cardinal (iilil)oiis. Arehliishop 
Ryan <if I'liilailelpliia. Itishop .Shana- 
han of Ilarii.^liiirj; and Hisliop Cane- 
vin of I'ittsliiirjf, all of whoiii «ere 
among the earliest cont rilintors. In 
his letter commendintr the action of 
the Commission Arehliisliop Ityaii 
said: "I heartily approve of the 
movement ito perpetuate, by a perma- 
nent monumeni, tde inti'i est ini; inei- 

dent of Father Corln Uy t;i\iii;r the 
blessing of the ehnrcli to tin- lirave 
nieml>er8 of the Irish l!ri;.':i<le a- 
they were marshalled to fijfht the 
j;rent battle of (iel t \ ^hin-Lr. whii-h so 
liel|>ed to preserve the iiite>;rity of 
the nation, 'the scene of the Calholie 
priest lilessin^r these soldiers will re- 
main svnibolic of the relations of 
Catholics to tlie State. They will 
pr«y fo' «*A for it. and help by 
word and deed to preserve its intep- 
rity." 

The commission will entrust the 
modeling of the statue t.. Sainnel 
■Nfurray, a sculptor <if eniiiicnii' in 
I'hilad'eiphia, who was the scnli^tor of 
the Harry statue in that city and 
wlio designed and executed the 
memorial urch erected by the State 
of rennsylvaiiia to soldiers of that 
CommonvveaUh who fell at Gettys- 
burg. The staitne of Father Corby 
will lie of bronae. eight feet high, 
and will represent him glvbig absolu- 
tion. The priest will be shown wear- 
ing the uniform of a Captain of 
cavalry, whieh wa - his rank, it is 
the hope of the enmniisSMin that th • 
sfatiif will he ready for mneiliiiy on 
.Inly 10. I'.lld. when (he y-Tand 
meinoriiil arch will l>c dedicated^ 

At ilie beB-inniiifr of the war 
Father Corby was appointed a« 
Chaplain of tiie Kighty-eighth New 
York Infantry, one of the regiments 
of the Irish Brigade. Previous to his 
.appointment to the Chaplaincy 
Y'atlier Corby was serving as a pro- 
fess.. i In the riiiversity of Notre 
Daiiic. then strn);plin(r fi»r an exist- 
eiicc in the woods of Iniliana. 
When the first ffiin was fired on 
Fort Sn'iiter ;iiid war was declared, 
the l{ev. I'athcr l-Ulward .Sorin. C. S. 
('.. foiuuler 9f Notre Dame, called his 
young priests about him and said 
there would bs need of Chai4alna for 
(he soldiers. Although he eould ill 
spare from their duties in the new- 
college any of his young professors, 
he l>elieve<i it was a patriotic obli- 
gation to make sacrifices in order 
that Catholic soldiers mi^'ht have I he 
benefits of the priest ill fiifhtiu^ for 
Ihe I'nion. Accordinply lie chose six 
of Ihe priests and sent them away 
with his blessing, and with those re- 
maining be took up the added duties 
created by the departure of the six 
professors. Father Corby was one of 
these aix who left Notre Dame. 

'His career during the war has 
been modestly told in a volume by 
himself called "Memoirs of a Chap- 
lain's Life." He served uitl. line ef- 
fect (liirinp the entire sliiipy^le and 
merited the praise of all tlic com- 
manders whom he met. to say iir»th- 
inj; of the love he inspired in th« 
hearts of the men in the ranks. When 
the wi^r was over he tetumed to 
Notre «ame and reenmed his place 
as professor. He was twice Presi- 
dent of the university, and at the 
time of his death ia 1Hi)7 he was 
I'rovincial of his order in America. 
The battle flap of Ihe Irish Tlripadc 
was presented to the university a 
few years before he died, the livinp 
officers and men deelarinp that this 
precious relic should l>e preserved 
near the spot where lived their oiil 
Chaplain who had loved and minis- 
tered to ithe men who fought beneath 

. ■ 

The Irish Hripude was orpani/ed 
after the retreat of the Feder.il 
troops at Tlnll IJiin. and tool, part in 
.nearly all the battle- of the war. It 
originally numbered five thousand 
men. but only a few hundred re- 
turned to their homes when peaeo 
was prmlaimed. so desperately dirt 
these brave Irish C/atholie« Wsttle 
for the country In which they ha I 
found a home. "Rie brigade was 
fortunate In its leader, the" brilliant 
Oen. Thomas Francis Meagher, one 
of the most gallant soJdiers who ever 
drew sword on the battlefields of 
America. It was the proud Iwast of 
the brigade that they never lost 
flag and never showed their backs

They have desired simply 
and solely tftat they l>e treated as 
other good citizens and that no dis- 
crimination be made against them on 
accoimt of their religion. During the 
septennate that you have occupie.l 
the I'residenf iai chair you have Iweu 
the livintr embodiment of this jirin- 
ciple. anil nliile we are' a ul liori/ed in 
no sense to speak fur the Catholic 
body, still it is fjuite possible to re- 
flect in an informal and unofficial 
w«y tlie gratitude of the 33,000,000 
Catholics of America, who live imder 
the flag of this honest, fearless, 
square dealing which you have meted 
out to the Catholic citizens of t his 

land. ■ 

'In so dealing with our citizens 
without discriniinntitin you have set 
1 staiKlai-d that the presidents «h.' 
-iicioed yiiu must fidlow. In your 
journeying to other countries our 
prayers will follow you that you may 
return to US vigforous in body 
through your year in the ojien and 
strengthened In true Americanism by 
yoi.r oi>servance of conditions else- 
where."

AN EXAMPLE IN THE SOUTH 



'I'lie KiphI Kev. William (icorpc 
.MeCloskey, J'.ishop of Louisville, has 
ordered a collection to be taken up 
at all the masses in the churches ot 
the dioceae tomorrow for the Indian 
and negro missions. Besides he has 
requested the pastors of the re- 
spective parishes to urge their flock- 
to contribute as liberally as their 
means will allow. In Iventncky the 
Indians are only of the past, imt ih.^ 
neproes are always liefme our eyes, 
iind to tliii-c whii need real, live .ili- 
j.M't less.ins. the case of the iiii 
fortunate neproes is one that ought 
to make a strong appeal. The red 
man was here before the white man. 
The latter came and drove him out 
of his possessions. The white man 
came of his own accord, but the 
negro came, not voluntarily but as 
the slave of the white man. lie has 
a soul to be saved as widl as has 
the white man, and if is the duly of 
his more fortunate white luother to 
help him save that siml. 

Aloiip these lines the editor of tip- 
C.ilored Man's Friend, pnblisherl at 
(ialvcstoii, Texas, recently wrote: 

".Some time ago we met on a train 
a lawyer of one of the amaller towns 
of this State, with whom we hnv^ 
been personally acquainted for some 
.years. After the usual handshake 
and greeting, this law.ver began to 
talk on the nepro question, and said 
anioiip other thiiips: 

"'I have loiip wanted to tell you 
somethiiip which 1 know will interest 
you as \\ell as other Catholics. We 
have a setlTement of colored Cath- 
olics, about fifty or sixty families, 
between three and four miles from 
our town. These people came from 
Loulaiana, and whilst most of them 
are renters, there are several \n'.i'> 
have succeeded in buyiiip a piece of

derly. respectful toward their white 
ueii.'libors. and their coiuluct is such 
that until now we liav.' n.it had a 
c.i--e in court from tli.' whole colony. 
'J'lio difference hetweeu these 
negroes and others living in and 
around onr town is like day and 
night, and I have often been wonder* 
ing what eonld be the cause of lineh 
difference. 1 have come to the con- 
cliiKlon that it must be their relig- 
ion whieh has rdianped them int.i 
siii'li .^oimI peojtle.' 

" '^'oii have |iist hit the nail on the 
head.' Wf interrupted him; "it is the 
Cath<dic relif;ion which chaiives (he 
negro into a different inaii." 

"'But.' the lawyer eontinucd. 'if 
this is the case, and your phurch is 
aware of it, wliy does it not make 
more efforts toward the eonveralon 
of the race? Colored people of this 
kind are welcome everywhere, and we 
are trying to pet as many of them 
as w f ea 1 for our colony.' 

"Sii.h is the statement of a 
l'rot<'staiit Soiitlieiner about Cath- 
olic neproes. .^hoiild this not lie an 
ioieiitlve to cur (atholics to support 
the colored missions and assist every 
way possible in the work of con- 
version and uplifting of the race?" 

The apiteal of our Bight Rev. 
Bishop will doubtless meet with as 
generous res|>onse ns the pnrses of 
the people fieriiiit.

"Archbishop Farlei « attack in hie 
Rertnon of Snnday last on some of 
the plays that are occupying the 
boards in New York City has arouse.:', 
an inii icst that may fairly be cAlled 
senfuiioiial. He characterized lliem 
as 'orgies of obscenity.' An ii- 

biahop did not specify the olijicfion 
able piaya. and for this he has been 
criticiaed on the ground that his 
Indictment might injure repntable 
pla\ liuii-.! 'I'lio avcraKi- newspaper 
man will not be at a loss to under- 
stand tlie reason w liy tin- Art-lilMslini) 
deemed it advisable to 'name no 
names.* It he had blaaoned the list 
from his pulpit it would have raised 
to an irr<'sis1ul)le i)il<-h the curiosity 
of a crrla'n class of pla>f;oiTs; it 
would lia\e meant a rusliing biisines'i 
for each of the discredited theatcrR, 
and the managera of the 'orgiea ot 
indecency' would have langhed In 
ttieir sleeves. It is a similar ciiTisid- 
craticm tliat often restrains tirws 
jiapcrs from condemning plays that 
richly deserve it. As a moral 
teacher, however, the Arcbbiabop was 
constrained to give expression to his 
rifrhteons indignation; and we do 
not l»clie\o iliat the decent and 
wholesome drama lias anything to 
fear from his justifiable philippic. 

"That it was justifiable is pretty 
convincingly demonstrated by the 
statomenf of Charles M. Bnrntiam. 
rrcsidoni of the Theatrical Man- 
aper'^' Asocial ion of the niclropolis, 
in which he deplores the fillhiness 
of certain plays now running in that 
city. Mr. Bumham does^not specify 
-the- ys irn.C riiore tllan the 
.\rchi>i>hop. l)ut tlii're are said to be 

five or six of tlioni. 

"(If course. Ilie managers of the 
offensive plays are out with their 
familiar defense and apology, to the 
effect that dramatic pabulum of this 
obnoxious character is supplied 
beenuse there is an acliM' deinanO 
for It. The same Kind of cxi'use 
might be offered by the iiceper of a 
gambling or immoral resort or by an 
utterer of Munterfelt money. It in 
tantamount to defending theatrical 
vice on the pround that theatrical 
vice is ])i'of it alilc. It is all a 
disheartening revelation of depraved 
Boeial taste. Nevertheless, the infiu- 
eiioe of men like Arohblabop Farley 
is the chief reliance for its ulttanate 
amerfdment."
